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Duchess of Cornwall 
to unveil royal statue 


Visit just months after town welcomed Queen

THE Duchess of Cornwall will 
formally unveil a statue of 
King Charles II at Newmarket’s 
Rowley Mile Racecourse next 
week. 

The unveiling will be part 
of an official visit to the town 
next Wednesday. 

The duchess will also visit 
Newmarket Academy to learn 
about the Godolphin Beacon 
Project - which aims to bring 
pupils closer to the racing in¬ 
dustry. 

Amy Starkey, regional direc¬ 
tor of Jockey Club Racecourses 
East Region, said: “We are very 
honoured to welcome Her 
Royal Highness The Duchess 
of Cornwall to Newmarket 
Racecourses for the unveiling 
of the King Charles II statue in 
his new, and rather apt, per¬ 
manent home. 

“It is fantastic that we are 
able to create a legacy and 
honour the contribution King 
Charles II has made to New¬ 
market as a town and also the 
sport of horseracing. 


“We are extremely grateful to 
Her Royal Highness for being 
part of this special ceremony 
which launches another sea¬ 
son at the international Home 
of Horseracing.” 

The statue is a larger than 
life-sized replica of the origi¬ 
nal marble statue by Victorian 
sculptor Henry Weekes of King 
Charles II which is currently 
being exhibited at the Old Bai¬ 
ley in London. 

The production of the stat¬ 
ue was made possible by the 
Works of Art Committee at the 
House of Lords, which agreed 
for a cast of the statue to be 
taken, from which this replica 
was then made. 

Benefactors Dr Cyrus Poon- 
awalla and Mrs Prances Stan¬ 
ley’s helped fund the statue 
with donations. 

At Newmarket Academy the 
duchess will talk to students 
and learn about the Godol¬ 
phin Beacon Project. 

The project, started in Sep¬ 
tember 2016, is being deliv¬ 
ered by the education charity 
Racing to School for the next 
five years. 

The aims are to boost edu¬ 


cation and employment op¬ 
portunities among young 
people in the town within lo¬ 
cal horseracing and breeding 
industries. 

Nick Eroy, principal, said: 
“The project is an ideal way 
to raise aspirations and ambi¬ 
tions among the young people 
of Newmarket and surround¬ 
ing areas - it is already reaping 
huge successes. 

“We are delighted to be 
hosting HRH The Duchess of 
Cornwall and to be given the 
chance to show her around 
the school and talk about this 
important work. It is a great 
honour and very clear evi¬ 
dence of the awareness of the 
amazing work we are doing 
in the school. It is testimony 
to the hard work of staff, stu¬ 
dents, parents and our hugely 
supportive community.” 

The visit by the duchess is 
just months after the town 
welcomed the Queen when 
she officially opened the Na¬ 
tional Horseracing Museum 
and unveiled a statue in cel¬ 
ebration of her 90th birthday.

CORONER’S COURT 


Inquest opens 
on crash victinis 


AN inquest has opened into 
the deaths of a teenager and 
pensioner following a colli¬ 
sion on the A142 at Mepal. 

The collision, involving a 
Ford Fiesta van and a Vaux- 
hall Meriva, happened at 
about 5.05pm on February 
27 at Iretons Way. 

Last week the coroner ad¬ 
journed the inquest into the 
deaths of Wendy Wheatley, 
74, of Valentine Close, Ma- 
nea, and John Smith, 19, un¬ 
til October 19. 

They both died of trau¬ 
matic injuries sustained in 
the incident. 

Mr Smith, of Beck Row,

the driver of the Fiesta, died 
at the scene. 

The coroner said: “Wendy 
Wheatley was a backseat 
passenger in a Vauxhall 
Meriva travelling south east 
along the A142 when the 
Fiesta, travelling in the op¬ 
posite direction, was seen 
to swerve toward the near¬ 
side verge then veer sharply 
into the path of the vehicle 
in which she was travelling.” 

He said she was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s where she 


went into cardiac arrest af¬ 
ter initially being alert and 
talking. She died at 7pm. 

“Mr Smith was declared 
dead at the scene at 6pm,” 
he said. “A post-mortem was 
carried out and the medical 
cause of death was recorded 
as severe chest trauma due 
to a road traffic collision.” 

Mr Smith’s passenger was 
a teenage girl who suffered 
serious injuries. She was 
taken to Addenbrooke’s. 

The driver of the Vauxhall, 
a man in his 70s, suffered se¬ 
rious injuries and was also 
taken to Addenbrooke’s, the 
inquest was told.

Woman has 
court date 
after attack 


A WOMAN has pleaded guilty to 
attempting to rob a pensioner in 
Newmarket this month. 

Louise Keddy, 25, of Exning 
Road, Newmarket, pleaded 
guilty to three charges at Ipswich 
Magistrates Court last Friday. 

Keddy admitted attempting 
to rob Janet Rigby, 77, avoiding 
payment of a taxi, and assaulting 
Angelica Wierzbowska. 

The attempted robbery took 
place in Exeter Road at around 
7.10pm on Wednesday, March 8. 

Police were called to reports 
that the 77-year-old victim was 
walking along the road when 
she was grabbed by Keddy and 
knocked to the floor, near to the 
junction with Rayes Lane. 

Keddy tried to steal the 
victim's bag before a number 
of passers-by intervened and 
detaining her until police 
arrived. 

Keddy was arrested and 
charged with attempted robbery. 

Ms Rigby suffered some minor 
cuts and bruises and was taken 
to hospital for treatment. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
"Police would like to thank the 
members of the public who 
assisted with this incident." 

Keddy is due to appear at 
Ipswich Crown Court for 
sentencing on April 7.

Residents back 
market move 


RESIDENTS in Newmar¬ 
ket are calling for the town’s 
market to be moved onto the 
High Street, after traders re¬ 
vealed doubts over its future. 

The News reported this 
month that town traders are 
fearful the market place in 
Market Square will be “non¬ 
existent in five years”. 

Residents were in agree¬ 
ment with the traders, who 
have reduced from around 
40 to eight over the years. 

Glenda Walker, a resident, 
said: “I would love to see 
this happen. I think it would 
benefit the whole town.” 

Ann Burrows, another 
resident, said: “Yes, back to 
how it used to be. It was great 
from what I can remember, it 
only went to pot after it was 
moved.” 

Resident Sallie Eord said: 
“Have a trial run - put the 
market back in the High 
Street for a year. If it doesn’t 
work, go back to where it is 
now. Easy, isn’t it?” 

But some residents did 
share concerns about the 
appeal of the current stalls at 
the town’s market. 

John Simpson said: “What 
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difference would it make? 
Would market traders come 
to the town? Why would peo¬ 
ple use the market just be¬ 
cause it’s been moved? Let’s 
get real, people of Newmar¬ 
ket don’t support a market.” 

Sarah Woodborne, an¬ 
other resident, said: “I would 
be gutted if the market di¬ 
minishes to the point of 
extinction. Unfortunately, 
Newmarket doesn’t have 
the footfall or the visitors 
to support the more arty- 
crafty markets you get in 
some places with gift stalls 
and delicatessen items - and 
those types of stalls are usu¬ 
ally pretty pricey. Therefore 
we have a market with the 
sort of stalls which will sadly 
be most affected by changing 
ways of shopping. I find it as¬ 
tonishing on market days to 
see people buying fruit, veg 
and flowers in M&S when 
they could get it so much 
cheaper on the market.” 

The town’s market place 
used to be in the High Street, 


but was moved onto the 
Market Square in 1974 be¬ 
cause of “dangerous” traffic 
flow. 

However, even though 
there are wider pavement 
areas for stalls on the High 
Street to thrive now, Suffolk 
County Council is wary that 
relocation could obstruct 
the road - which is an official 
A14 diversion route. 

Cllr Colin Nobile, leader of 
Suffolk County Council, said: 
“The High Street in Newmar¬ 
ket is part of the official di¬ 
version route for the A14 in 
the event that it needs to be 
closed for any reason. 

“We would therefore be 
unable to close the High 
Street in order for market 
traders to set up here, how¬ 
ever we are working with the 
local community and Eor- 
est Heath District Council 
to consider options which 
will allow traders to operate 
here, whilst keeping the road 
open.”

A&E has 36% rise 
in overdose calls 


EMERGENCY calls to the ambulance 
service in relation to overdoses in 
Newmarket have risen by 36 per 
cent, according to figures released 
under a Ereedom of Information re¬ 
quest. 

There were 118 cases of people in 
Newmarket reporting overdoses to 
the East of England Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice in 2015, but that figure rose to 
161 last year. 

Eigures also show that the number 
of calls relating to psychiatric sui¬ 
cides in Newmarket rose by 24 per 
cent from 2015 to 2016. 

Niamh Eastwood, from charity 
Release, drugs and drugs law spe¬ 
cialists, told the News: “These fig¬ 
ures are unsurprising given the un¬ 
precedented surge in drug-related 
deaths in Suffolk, and indeed across 
England and Wales. According to na¬ 
tional data there has been a 33 per 
cent increase in drug-related deaths 
in Eorest Heath since 2011. 

“The rate of drug-related deaths in 
England and Wales is currently the 
highest since records began. This is 
a public health crisis, and both na¬ 
tional and local government are fail¬ 
ing to respond to it. 

“Authorities must improve access 
to harm reduction services immedi¬ 
ately to reduce the rate of overdoses 
and drug-related deaths. 
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“Local authorities in Newmarket, 
and elsewhere in the country, must 
provide naloxone - a vital life-saving 
drug that reverses the effects of opi¬ 
oids such as heroin, and can prevent 
overdose - to anyone who needs it, 
in order to save lives and reduce the 
burden on NHS services.” 

At the end of a telephone assess¬ 
ment, each call is given a category 
based on the information given by 
the caller. This includes a Red 1 and 
a Red 2 call. 

R1 calls are immediately life 
threatening in relation to the most 
time critical patients - for example, 
cardiac arrest. R2 calls are immedi¬ 
ately life threatening. Eor example, 
serious breathing difficulties. 

Overall, the figures in Newmarket 
show that there were 94 calls in rela¬ 
tion to R1 concerns in 2015, but that 
figure rose to 121 in 2016. 

The number of R2 calls in 2015 
was at 1,792, but that figure rose to 
2,014 last year. 

When looking at individual cat¬ 
egories, in 2015 the number of psy¬ 
chiatric suicide calls went from 89 to 
110 in two years. 

Other notable categories include 


the number of people calling about 
falls, which rose from 674 to 790, 
chest pains rose from 303 to 413, 
traumatic injuries rose from 143 to 
180, sexual assaults rose from 72 to 
78, and stab/gunshot/penetrating 
trauma rose from 6 to 11. 

When asked about the figures re¬ 
lating to drug overdoses, a Suffolk 
Constabulary spokesman said: “It is 
difficult to ascertain any clear pat¬ 
tern to the calls we receive in relation 
to drug overdoses. 

“There may be a variety of reasons 
behind an overdose - an attempt 
at suicide, mental health issues or 
people not reading the labels or in¬ 
structions carefully in relation to 
pharmaceutical drugs. In respect of 
illicit street drugs, the purity of many 
drugs is currently much higher so 
this can also mean a potential over¬ 
dose for the user. 

“Crime reduction and harm reduc¬ 
tion are overlapping considerations 
and we continue to work closely with 
a wide range of partners to develop 
a range of support, advice and guid¬ 
ance for people who are affected by 
drugs.”

Error means body may 
have been in bin lorry

CORRIE McKeague’s girlfriend 
April Oliver has opened her heart 
to say thank you to all the people 
who have offered love and sup¬ 
port. 

April, who is expecting a baby 
with the missing RAF service¬ 
man, posted a picture on the Find 
Corrie Facebook page to 120,000 
people. 

The new picture April shared 
shows the couple with beaming 
smiles, sitting in a convertible 
car. 

With the picture, April wrote: 
“I wanted to thank every single 
member of this page from the 
bottom of my heart for all the love 
and support you have given. 

“The past months have been 
incredibly emotional and the 
support has been utterly amaz¬ 
ing, and enabled us to get an¬ 
swers we need.” 

Alongside the couple pictured 
smiling together while sitting in 
the car, April wrote: “One of our 
favourite places to be was on the 
north Norfolk coast with the roof 
down, singing silly songs, and 
walking the dogs. 

“Fd do anything to be back 
there, I miss you Corrie every sec¬ 
ond of the day and night.” 

April found out she was expect¬ 
ing just two weeks after Corrie’s 
disappearance in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds on September 24 last year. 
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A MISTAKE over the amount 
of rubbish collected by a bin 
lorry from the site where 
missing RAF airman Cor¬ 
rie McKeague was last seen, 
means the load was heavy 
enough to have contained a 
human body. 

Police were initially told 
the weight of the waste 
picked up was 11kg - but 
it was later found that the 
weight was actually 100kg, 
far higher than initially 
thought. 

Police have been carrying 
out work to check and re¬ 
check data provided to of¬ 
ficers. 

This discovery made 
searching the Milton land¬ 
fill site, near Cambridge, the 
next logical step in the search 
for the missing 23-year-old. 

A man who was arrested 
after police uncovered this 
information, has been told 
he will face no further action 
after officers said they were 
satisfied it was a genuine 
mistake. 

The 26-year-old was ar¬ 
rested on Wednesday, March 
1, on suspicion of attempt¬ 
ing to pervert the course of 
justice. 

However, following further 
work and the interviewing 
of a second man under cau¬ 
tion, detectives now under¬ 
stand there was no attempt 
to hide information. 

Detective Superintendent 
Katie Elliot said: “We found 
out a few weeks ago that the 
weight was given wrongly - 
and now our search is fully 



justifiable. 

“At the outset of the inves¬ 
tigation, we had information 
that Corrie’s phone signal 
was tracked at a similar time 
to the weight disposal lorry. 

“But because we were told 
that the weight collected was 
only 11 kilos, to come and 
search in Milton, on limited 
and very scant information, 
to the extent we have now, 
for a phone, where much of 
the information of that data 
could be obtained through 
other means, couldn’t have 
been justifiable. 

“We’ve got a great deal of 
confidence that he is [in the 
Milton landfill].” 

Det Supt Elliot thought 
the landfill investigation 
could cost around £500,000. 

When asked if she has any 
regrets about how officers 
had carried out the investi¬ 
gation, she said: “No, we’ve 
conducted the investigation 
methodically right from the 
start, with specially trained 
detectives, and our priority 
right the way through has 
been to find Corrie. 

“We are where we are be¬ 


cause we’ve worked carefully 
through the extensive infor¬ 
mation that’s been made in 
the investigation.” 

A total of 10 search spe¬ 
cialists will be working at the 
landfill area every day, with 
shift patterns of 10 hours. 

Meanwhile, Corrie’s father, 
Martin McKeague, 48, says 
that the search for Corrie at 
the Milton site has been like 
“staring into a piece of hell”. 

Mr McKeague travelled to 
the rubbish tip earlier last 
week where specialist of¬ 
ficers are trawling through 
8,000 tonnes of waste under 
which Corrie could be bur¬ 
ied. 

He said he felt “no anger 
whatsoever” towards police 
following the data blunder 
which has led to six months 
of searching for the RAF gun¬ 
ner. 

Mr McKeague, a former 
bin man, said: “To actually 
see Suffolk and Norfolk po¬ 
lice there raking through the 
rubbish is a horrendous task. 

“The thought of just being 
there and that Corrie is pos¬ 
sibly under foot really is star¬ 
ing into a piece of hell to be 
honest with you. 

“It was a very personal 
thing. We did have to take 
a couple of days to get over 
that emotion.” 

Corrie’s mother. Nicola 
Urquhart, believes that the 
police will find Corrie sooner 
rather than later. 

She said: “I don’t think 
it will be 10 weeks, I think 
it’ll be sooner. I look at my 
phone to see who it is and 
my heart just stops, but at 
the moment I am desperate 
for that phone call.”

TWO or three or more years ago 
when the first applications for the 
development of Hatchfield Farm 
were made, the Jockey Club and the 
racing industry were faced with the 
problem of how to stop this in its 
tracks. In addition to using all means 
of ways they decided to flood the 
various councils with racing people. 
The rest, as they say, is history. 

Today, they have another problem. 
Not stopping a housing development, 
but starting one themselves. They 
want to build 140 homes for racing 
staff only, near to the Hamilton Road. 
This will not face any opposition 
from the town council as many, 
perhaps most, of the councillors are 
in racing themselves or have friends 
and relatives who are. 

The big problem they have to 
overcome is not building the houses 
but controlling the roads which 
lead from the estate into the rest of 
Newmarket. 

The Jockey Club say most racing 
staff travel on bicycles so they won't 
disturb residents on nearby roads but 
we see all the cars that are parked 
in trainers' yards around the town 
and see very few bikes. This is not 
Cambridge. 

The town council have no say in 
what happens to the roads so the 
racing elite have to place someone 
in a council which does, and this 
is Suffolk County Council. At the 
moment this position is occupied by 
a hardworking UKIP gentleman but 
everything is up for grabs in May this 
year when elections are held.

Opinions split 
on rates rise

AN increase in business rates 
has divided opinion among 
local leaders and business 
groups. 

Newmarket’s small race¬ 
horse businesses look to be 
the worst affected by an in¬ 
crease of around 50 per cent 
on April 1. 

But while West Suffolk MP 
Matthew Hancock believes 
higher business rates ex¬ 
pense will be cancelled out 
by tax cuts, Suffolk Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce says the 
changes are “below the belt”. 

Mr Hancock said: “The 
Chancellor has made al¬ 
lowances for the increase in 
business rates with tax cuts 
worth £435m, which is very 
good news. 

“Furthermore, the £300m 
fund to be administered by 
local authorities to deliver 
discretionary relief will go a 
long way to help those small 
businesses adversely affect¬ 
ed by the new business rates.

“Combined with the tax re¬ 
lief of £1,000 for pubs, these 
measures will help our suc¬ 
cessful small businesses in 
West Suffolk to continue to 
trade - and I wholeheartedly 
welcome these changes.” 

But Suffolk Chamber of 
Commerce’s chief executive 
John Dugmore said: “Our 
immediate reaction is that 
this is quite a disappoint¬ 
ing budget for the business 
community of Suffolk. 

“Raising NICs for the self- 


employed and reducing the 
tax-free dividend from £5k 
to £32k are below-the-belt 
blows for our entrepreneurs. 

“In terms of business rates, 
the £300m made available 
to soften rises is welcome, 
but we need councils to be 
responsive and at the top of 
their game in using their dis¬ 
cretion, otherwise the local 
impact will be minimal. 

“Equally, it was good to 
hear the Chancellor ac¬ 
knowledging that there is 
scope to reform the revalu¬ 
ation system. The lack of a 
timetable and any detail is, 
however, frustrating as we 
need answers and direction 
now. 

“The £690m fund an¬ 
nounced to tackle urban 
road congestion sounds 
useful, but we need to un¬ 
derstand the mechanism 
for how it will be allocated. 
We need now to continue to 
work with our public sector 
partners to ensure that Suf¬ 
folk’s major towns are at the 
head of the national queue.”

A RISE in rural crime could be tackled by 
improving wi-fi connectivity in isolated 
villages, according to a Cambridgeshire 
councillor. 

Cllr Mathew Shuter said police were 
finding it difficult to station officers in 
more rural locations because they needed 
wi-fi to function properly and to remain in 
communication, meaning it was harder to 
tackle crimes like hare coursing which are 
on the rise. 

Cllr Shuter, who represents Wooddit- 
ton on Cambridgeshire County Council, 
also said the poor connectivity in parts of 
the county was bad for social workers and 
doctors, who were increasingly reliant on 
technology to stay in touch. 

Speaking at the county council’s envi¬ 
ronment and economy committee, Cllr

Shuter said: “I have been talking to offic¬ 
ers who have been pushing for more rural 
policing. There has been a spike in rural 
crime and hare coursing, and you often 
see police in Soham or Ely, but not out in 
the villages. 

“One of the problems is they don’t have 
wi-fi in the villages to the south. The police 
now park up and use laptops, and they can 
only do it in wi-fi hotspots. My plea is that 
we roll out wi-fi in these areas and give the 
police automatic access. 

“Doctors and social services are also 
starting to work like this. If they can’t ac¬ 


cess information, people will suffer. 

“If we can find a location in every village, 
maybe a pub or even a private building, so 
people can access wi-fi as quickly as pos¬ 
sible, it will help police have a presence 
there.” 

Cllr Shuter’s appeal came as the commit¬ 
tee discussed the possibility of improving 
connectivity in Cambridgeshire, hearing 
that the county has historically had worse 
connectivity, both with wi-fi and mobile 
coverage, than nearby areas. 

Councillors supported improving wi¬ 
fi and mobile connections, which would 
help businesses and residents as well as 
police, social workers and doctors. 

Cllr David Jenkins said: “The lack of mo¬ 
bile connectivity is a serious drag on eco¬ 
nomic development.”

No - not a boy band, but 
new wines that have arrived just 
as the weather is beginning to 
turn and we're thinking of spring 
round the corner. 

If you read this column a couple 
of weeks ago (thanks for coming 
back, keep taking the tablets) I 
told you that Asda had brought 
out a sparkling wine to catch the 
attention of prosecco drinkers. 

Asda has blended pinot grigio 
and a grape called glera (which is 
used to make prosecco) to create 
its new wine Progrigio (£5,11% 
abv). 

What do I think of it? I'm 
making life difficult for myself 
with a mini scientific experiment. 

I was in Asda a couple of days 
ago and spotted a cava, also for a 
fiver. I love cava and think it's

massively overlooked by fizz 
lovers. 

I bought Margues Del Norte 
Cava Vintage Brut (11.5% abv) 
and challenged myself to a 
fizz-off with these two wines. 

I've marked on bubble strength, 
aromas, taste and overall 
impression. Yes. I'm sitting on the 
settee doing this right now on my 
own. Call me sad...

ALSO IN MY GLASS... 

HERE are two more new kids, a 
white and a red. 

Little Pebble (RRP £8, 
Sainsbury's, 12% abv) is a 
sauvignon blanc from 
Marlborough, New Zealand. 

The wine is pale lemon and 
its cool blue label gives it the 
vibe of a crystal clear 
mountain stream. The name 
itself suggests glossy sun- 
glinted stones as the water 
tinkles over them. 

Never mind the poetry Jane 
- what of the wine? It was a 
winner with my pal as we 
sipped it together. It is fresh 
and vividly typical of 
sauvignon blanc - with 
aromas of tropical fruit and 
just a touch of nettle with a 
sprightly citrus flavour. 


Abbotts & Delaunay Merlot 
2015 (Majestic, £9.99 or £7.99 
in a buy six deal, 13% abv) 
is a wine in one of two new 
Languedoc ranges from 
I Abbots and Delaunay - Wild 
' Fruits and Wild Flowers. 

' This merlot is from the 
fruits range and after a long 
day I tasted it with a simple 
fried steak with fried 
mushrooms and onions. 

Merlot, my friend in a 
glass, came along and 
soothed me with its blackberry 
and plum aromas and a flirt 
with spice; it has soft tannins, 
juicy acidity and plummy 
roundness. The following 
night I sipped on its own, but 
I much preferred it with food.

For the stew: 2-3tbsp oil, 1kg 
braising beef (diced), 250g small 
shallots (peeled and halved), 2 
carrots (peeled and thinly sliced), 
200g button mushrooms, 50g plain 
flour, 500ml ale, 150ml beef stock, 
2-3tbsp onion marmalade or 
caramelised onion chutney, 1-2tbsp 
Worcestershire sauce, A dash of 
gravy browning (optional), 3 bay 
leaves.

For the dumplings: 175g 
self-raising flour (plus extra for 
dusting), 75g shredded suet (beef 
or vegetable), 3-4tbsp hot 
horseradish sauce, 2tbsp chopped 
parsley.

METHOD 

1. You will need a 4ltr deep 
flameproof and ovenproof 
casserole dish with a lid. 
Preheat the oven to 
160°C/140°Cfan/Gas3. 

2. Heat two tablespoons of 
oil in the dish, add the beef 
and brown all over. Do this in 
batches, remove the meat as 
it is cooked and set aside. 

3. Pour in a little more oil if 
needed and add the shallots, 
carrots and mushrooms. Fry 
for four to five minutes. 

4. Measure the flour into a 
bowl and whisk in the ale. 



slowly to make a smooth 
paste before adding the rest. 

5. Return the meat to the 
dish, then pour in the flour 
mixture and stock. Stir over a 
high heat until the liquid is 
thickened and bubbling. 

6. Add onion marmalade/ 
chutney, Worcestershire 
sauce, gravy browning and 
bay leaves. Season, then stir 
as you bring back up to the 
boil. Cover with the lid and 
place in the oven for two to 
two-and-a-half hours. 

7. To make the dumplings, 
measure the flour and suet 
into a bowl and season. 

8. Gradually stir in 125- 
150ml of water to make a 
soft, sticky dough. Transfer to 
a floured work surface and 
gently knead until smooth.

9. Sprinkle flour onto baking 
paper, sit the dough on top 
and roll into a rectangle 
about 15x25cm.

10. Chill in the fridge for 45 
minutes and slice into eight. 

11. When the meat is tender, 
remove from the oven and

Remove the lid and arrange 
the dumplings, spiral side up 
and spaced apart, on top of 
the stew. Cook uncovered in 
the oven for 25 minutes. 

12. Remove the bay leaves 
and serve piping hot with 
buttered cabbage. 


INGREDIENTS 

For the base: 150g 
digestive biscuits, 

60g butter (plus 
extra for greasing), 

Itbsp demerara sugar 
For the topping: 

200g white chocolate, 

1 x 250g tub of full-fat 
mascarpone cheese, 

300ml pouring double cream, Itsp 
vanilla extract, 500g fresh 
raspberries, Itbsp icing sugar 

METHOD 

1. You will need a 20cm 
round spring-form tin with 
deep sides, and a piping bag 
fitted with a plain nozzle 
(optional). Butter the base of 
the tin and line with a disc of 
baking paper. 

2. Measure the biscuits into a 
resealable freezer bag and 
use a rolling pin to crush into 
fine crumbs, but still with a 
bit of texture. 

3. Heat the butter in a pan 
over a low heat until just 
melted. Add the crushed 
biscuits and sugar and stir 
until combined. Spoon into 
the base of the tin and press 
with the back of a spoon 
until level. Chill in the fridge 
while you make the topping. 

4. Break the chocolate into a 


separate bowl, and sit it 
on top of a pan of 
simmering water. Stir until 
melted but not hot, then 
leave for five to 10 minutes, 
until cool but still liquid. 

5. Meanwhile, tip the 
mascarpone into a bowl, and 
mix with a spatula to loosen 
it. Stir in the cream and 
vanilla extract until smooth. 

6. To make a coulis, place 
half the raspberries into a 
food processor. Add icing 
sugar and whizz until runny, 
then pour through a sieve to 
remove the seeds. 

7. Pour the melted chocolate 
into the bowl with the 
mascarpone mixture and stir 
to combine. Don't over-mix. 

8. Spoon half the white 
chocolate mixture on to the 
biscuit base in the tin. Use 
the handle of a teaspoon to 
make a few small holes in the 
white chocolate mixture.

Run a palette knife around 
the edges of the tin before 
removing the sides and base, 
and sit it on a serving plate.

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Yorkshire 
Critters 
where to 
find them 

R obert "mouseman" 

THOMPSON couldn't have ' 

realised what he was starting 
when he decided to carve a 
little mouse on every piece 
of furniture he made. 

It came about by sheer chance. 

One day while carving a beam in a 
church roof, one of the men working 
with him grumbled that in spite of all 
their hard work, they were as poor as 
church mice. It caught Robert's 
imagination and there and then, 
he carved a mouse on the 
beam, although to this day 
it has never been 
discovered. 

He liked the idea of the ^ 
busy little mouse chewing 
away at the oak with its 
chisel-like teeth and felt it 
symbolised his own work 
- industry in quiet places, 
which he adopted as his motto - so 
he vowed to make the creature his 
signature trademark. The firm he 
founded in Kilburn, Yorkshire, 
continues today as Robert 
Thompson's Craftsmen Limited, and 
a mouse is still hand-carved on every 
product. 

Today, early Mouseman pieces are 
collected worldwide and command a 
price premium. The current auction 
record, set at Sotheby's in New York, 
stands at £40,460 for a cupboard 
made in 1923, while North Yorkshire 
auctioneers Tennants, because of its 
location one of the best sources, have 
sold pieces in excess of £20,000. 

Interestingly, and no doubt as a 
result of Thompson's success, several 
of his former apprentices and 
employees (among others) 
subsequently started workshops of 
their own in the North Riding, many 
of them adopting some other carved

creature as their trademark. 

Collectively, and affectionately, 
these talented designer-makers using 
the same traditional materials and 
techniques as their master, are 
known as the "Yorkshire Critters'! 

Now, as the prices of even the 
simplest Mouseman pieces spiral 
ever higher - a utilitarian 
cheeseboard complete with 
obligatory mouse can exceed £250 - 
investing in some of the Critters' 
work could reward the clever buyer. 

The first Critter was Stan 
"Woodpecker" Dodds (1928-2012) 
who was apprenticed to Robert 
Thompson in 1942 at the age of 14. 
Initially, Stan made the 60-mile 
round-trip from his parents' home in 
Normanby by bicycle every day but 
soon found lodgings nearby. 

He trained under the watchful eye 
of George Weightman, the 
workshop's senior carver, responsible 


for some of the finest carvings made 
at Kilburn. Apart from a two-year 
National Service stint in the RAE, 
Dodds continued to work in the 
Thompson family workshop until his 
retirement in 1994. 

In 1960, Stan married Norma, the 
niece of Thompson's granddaughter- 
in-law and the newly married couple 
were given the use of a Thompson 
house in nearby Osgodby. There Stan 
set up his own little workshop where 
he made fine oak carvings in his 
spare time. 

Small-scale oak figural carvings 
were produced by Robert 
Thompson's workshop from the early 
1960s. Largely consisting of 
traditional animal subject matter, 
they were sold at the Great Yorkshire 
Show, but as each carving took 
around 100 hours to produce, they 
only ever formed a small proportion 
of the workshop's output. 


Stan saw an opportunity and began 
to sign his work with a carved rabbit. 
However, when fellow Kilburn 
craftsman Peter Heap registered the 
rabbit as his own trademark in the 
late 1960s, Stan switched to a 
woodpecker. 

Stan's carvings, produced under 
his own name both during his years 
at Kilburn and after his retirement, 
are particularly fine. The inherent 
strength of English oak makes it such 
a suitable and durable material for 
furniture, but it also means it is 
extremely difficult to carve. 

One of Thompson's best carvers, 
the level of detail and refinement 
Stan achieved is testament to his skill 
and deep understanding of the wood, 
which is greatly appreciated by 
collectors worldwide. The fine 
carvings Stan produced under his 
own signature make them highly 
prized at auction.

ON March 24-25, Tennants will 
auction more than 80 lots of 
furniture and furnishings by

Thompson, including a 
collection of 1948 small 
furnishing items, such as a rare 
barrel-form lidded jar and a 
mantel clock, made for Patricia 
Kirk of Kilburn and a collection 
of 1930s/40s furnishings being 
sold by the Order of the Holy 
Paraclete, St Hilda's Priory, 
Whitby, notable in the 
collection is a carved figure of 
a priest, which is estimated at 
£700-£1,000. 

However, highlight of the sale 
for many will be a group of six 
figural oak carvings by Stan 
"Woodpecker" Dodds, four of 
them accompanied by his 
original design drawings. 

Tennants' Mouseman 
specialist, Diane Sinnott, said: 
"Stan was one of Robert 
Thompson's best carvers, and 
the work he made under his 
own name rarely comes onto 
the market. To have not only a 
group of six carvings by Stan, 
but also their original drawings, 
is very exciting and will no 
doubt appeal to both collectors 
of Mouseman and Yorkshire 
Critter furniture." 

Tennants are in Leyburn, 
North Yorkshire. The sale is on 
view from Sunday, March 19.

Fuel has now gone 
up £10 in last year 

MOTORISTS are paying more than 
£10 extra for a tank of fuel than 
they were at this time last year, 
according to new figures. 

At the end of February, unleaded 
petrol cost an average of 120.23p 
a litre, an increase of 18.6p on the 
price a year ago of 101.65p. 

Meanwhile, the price of a typical 
litre of diesel stood at 122.25p, 
while a year ago it was 101.31 p, 
almost 21 p less. 

There was some good news 
for hard-pressed drivers during 
February, however, with the stats 
revealing that fuel prices were at 
least stable during the month. 

And looking back to December 
1,2014, unleaded cost 121.18p 
a litre, while diesel was 126.11 p - 
both higher than they are today. 

It now costs £66.13 to fill an 
average petrol-powered family car, 
as opposed to £55.91 a year ago. 
Meanwhile a driver will be forking 
out £67.24 to fill a typical diesel 
car, compared to £55.72 in March 
last year (assuming a 55-litre fuel 
tank).

“I’m glad to be back. It would be 
weird to be anywhere else. 


“Eor a couple of years, I planned 
to move on as they say you shouldn’t 
stay somewhere for too long, but 
I get on so well with everyone and 
enjoy racing the track.” 

Halsey hit the peak of his career 
so far three seasons ago when his 
average reached 9.23, he won the 
National League Riders’ Champi¬ 
onship and helped Mildenhall to 
National Trophy success. 

But it was also a campaign where
